Lunenburg Center of 
Vast Fishing Industry 


Lunenburg, one of the: most pic- 
turesque of Nova Scotia communities, 
is situated on the so-called South 
Shore of the province. It is the sec- 
oldest . town in the provinée, and 
is replete in historic interest:

Bring to a: boil 
over hottest fire and at once add 
bottled fruit pectin, stirring con- 
stantly.
